Where there is a question as to whether either the abandonment or the delay in filing a petition

The instant petition continues to lack item (3) as discussed in the petition decision mailed July 
15, 2005. Additionally, it is further unclear why a renewed petition was not filed until June 29, 
2007, ahnost two fiill years after the first petition decision was rendered. 



In a nonpro visional application abandoned for failure to prosecute, the required reply may be met by the filing of a 
continuing application. In an application or patent, abandoned or lapsed for failure to pay the issue fee or any portion thereof, the 
required reply must be the payment of the issue fee or any outstanding balance thereof.
